Board OKs Exxon oil plant

The County Board of Supervisors voted 3-2 late 
Monday night to grant Exxon Corp a rezoning to 
allow a proposed $35-million oil and gas processing 
plant in a scenic South Coastal area canyon to serve a 
vast offshore drilling venture in the western Santa 
Barbara Channel. 
An environmental coalition group immediately 
began circulating prepared petitions aimed at setting 
up a referendum election to try to overturn the 
rezoning ordinance 
The decision brought a vast roar of disapproval 
from a packed audience of some 1,200 persons in the 
La Cumbre Junior High School auditorium in Santa 
Barbara. 
There were cries of "Recall, recall" leveled against 
Santa Barbara Supervisor Robert Kallman, who voted 
with north county supervisors Francis Beattie and 
Harrell Fletcher to support the Exxon bid. 
Some 150 oil workers attired in hard hats v.ed with 
the Exxon opponents throughout the tumultuous, 
three-and-one-half-hour public hearing in booing 
speakers representing environmental, planning and 
other citizen groups urging the supervisors to vote 
"no " 


Fletcher offered the motion for approval of the 
rezoning, listing numerous reasons for his action. 
The crowd had expected this, realizing that both 
Fletcher and Beattie, who is board chairman, have 
taken pro-oil stances in the past. 
But when Kallman began citing why he planned to 
vote for the motion, the audience became openly 
abusive, interrupting him and beginning a call for his 
recall. 


Kallman, who had been hospitalized a week ago 
with a stomach ulcer, persisted in giving his reasons 
as the clamor grew louder. 
The crowd broke into a deafening roar against the 
action when the vote was taken. 
Environmentalist supervisors Frank J. Frost and 
James M. Slater voted against the motion, both 
explaining later they felt the onshore plant presented 
even more environmental risks than the offshore 


plant due to necessity for long pipelines to connect the 
proposed drilling platform in 840 feet of water with 
the onshore plant up Las Flores Canyon. 
Among opponents were the State Department of 
Parks and Recreation — because of nearness of state 
beach parks of Refugio and El Capitan to the proposed 
new oil complex Santa Barbara City Council, who 
Monday adopted a resolution in protest; League of 
Women Voters, American University Women, and 
many environmental and planning organizations 
Kallman pointed out that while he was against 
offshore drilling, he felt the county was helpless in 
this case, as the Federal government had approved 
the drilling operation in Federal waters and agreed to 
an offshore plant if the onshore plant were approved 
Kallman was successful in getting an amendment 
approved which would require Exxon “ to comply with 
any quality of air" set by the County Supervisors 
later. He was referring to an attempt on the board by 
Frost to have South Coast air pollution control 
standards upgraded to the same strictness as North 
County standards This could mean a cutoff at 2b tons 
of any one pollutant per year as compared now with 
100 tons allowed on the South Coast Exxon's plan is 
expected to produce a 75 ton output, which would not 
be allowed in the North County. 
Kallman also voted for a Frost proposal which 
passed and will holdup enactment by the board of 
conditional use permits to Exxon for pipelines and an 
electrical substation depending on outcome of the 
zoning ordinance. 
The zoning ordinance will not take effect for 30 
days. To be successful referendum petitions must all 
be filed before the ordinance becomes law Kallman 
also speculated after the meeting that should the 
State Lands Commission refuse to grant a permit for 
pipelines across state waters connecting the opposed 
onshore facility with the proposed platform, the 
supervisors rezoning action "could become merely 
academic.” 
GOO President Francis Sarguis charged that it 
appeared to him that Kallman "never listened to our 
arguments at all" and added that “ it is really 
shameful, here we elected a man whose platform had 
a strong environmental plank ...but he went down the 


line for Exxon " 
Supervisor James Slater declared "It's a shame 
when the people have to go to the streets to make 
law ." He said the board has forced them to do this 
over the years and here you are doing it again." 
Beattie, who represents Lompoc on the board, said 
this morning he voted in favor of the plant for two 
reasons The first, he said, was that without the plant, 
Exxon could not separate the oil from the natural gas 
and would have to pump the gas back underground, 
causing the loss of some 177 million cubic feet of 
natural gas per day in a time when there is a shortage 
of natural gas He said his second reason was that — 
the plant will generate at least $750,000 in tax money 
to the county a year, 
“ So 
after 
weighing 
all 
the 
benefits 
and 
disadvantages we thought this was the best decision." 
he said. "I would rather not see the oil wells at all in 
the channel, but the federal government has already 
given the go-ahead ’ 
Concerning last night's tumult, Beattie said he felt 
the opponents based their position more on emotions 
rather than the facts at hand 
“ They didn't believe the figures the federal 
government provided on the shortages of gas and oil. 
They have seemed to have forgotten the long gas lines 
of last year," he said 
Beattie said he had no way of knowing if the state 
will allow a pipeline to run from the plant to the 
drilling platform in the channel, but he expects the 
federal government overrule a negative decision. 
"And I think they should (overrule)," he remarked. 
The supervisor from Lompoc said that he has 
recently taken an informal poll of 40 Lompocans with 
none expressing disapproval of the plant, to his 
surprise.

D. Roosevelt in 1936 and won only two 
states —Maine and Vermont.

the President. He also had bigger 
crowds than had ever been seen before 
on his economic program plugging trip 
on the ride into Topeka. 


Ford was mobbed by mostly young 
people when he stopped the motorcade 
and got out to shake hands on Topeka 
Boulevard near White Lake Shopping 
Center. The crowds started moving 
toward him and were running and 
squeelmg. 
Ford conferred with his staff this 
morning and later was host at a 
breakfast session for 65 Southwest 
newspaper and broadcast executives to 
explain his antirecession package 
Before attending the breakfast, Ford 
stopped to shake hands with Leonard C. 
Ward, 102-year-old Republican who lives 
in a Houston nursing home and had 
wired the President that he had liked to 
meet him. Ward was in a wheelchair. 
At the breakfast, Ford discussed the 
international impact of his proposed 
energy and antirecession programs The 
executives said the meeting was cordial 
and the President did not reveal 
anything new concerning his programs. 
“ It was basically an exchange of facts 
and information on the program," said

"No one gets any pleasure from 
crossing a picket line of another union, 
but it is not the fault of the UAW," a 
UAW spokesman said. 
The strike by production workers 
against McDonnell Douglas Corp. has 
halted production of some military and 
commercial planes. But it is not 
expected to delay a Soviet-American 
spaceflight set for July. 
Nearly 12,000 members of Machinists 
Union District 837 walked off the job 
Monday at the St. Louis complex. They 


were joined by about 7,000 machinists at

McDonnell 
plants 
in

California and some 200 workers at Cape

The St. Louis strike stopped assembly- 
line production of the F15 Eagle, the 
nation’s newest and technically most 
advanced jet fighter plane.

California Council on Criminal 
Justice. 
Woods said the council has 
“ just below $1 million invested 
now in the regional system,” 
and felt the county should 
negotiate with both vendors to 
come up with a “ true workable 
system ” 


Motorola sales manager Dale 
J. Misczynski stressed to the 
board his firm was the “ low 
responsible bidder” with a bid 
of $361,381, including dispatch 
consoles for the sheriff’s office 
and fire departments. 


But Wallace maintained the 
county would wind up spending 
additional

to 


complete the system under the 
Motorola pact. 
Woods maintained the county 
had seen fit to proceed with 
setting up such an intricate 
system without an expert to 
work out the details first.

County — which had ordered 
such a system from Federal

Resources satellite now fully checked out 


NASA’s LANDSAT-2 Earth- 
survey spacecraft (formerly 
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called 
Earth 
Resources 
Technology Satellite-B, ERTS- 
B), launched Jan. 22 from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base is 
now fully checked out. All 
systems 
are 
operating 
normally, and good data for 
pictures are being transmitted. 
The satellite now appears 
ready to begin a long and 
fruitful 
life, 
according 
to 
officials at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center, Greenbelt, Md., 
which manages the project. It 
will extend the activities and 
coverage 
of 
LANDSAT-1, 
launched July 23, 1972, and still 
transmitting. 
LANDSAT-l’s imagery and 
data have demonstrated their 
usefulness to investigators and 
users throughout the world in 
such fields as agriculture, land- 
use 
planning, 
mineralogy, 
water 
management, 
map 
making and forestry. In fact, 
two other nations — Canada 
and Brazil — have built ground 
stations to receive and use 
LANDSAT output. A third, 
Italy, 
has 
one 
under 
construction and a fourth, Iran, 


has 
committed 
to 
do 
so. 
Several other countries have 
this 
step 
under 
serious 
consideration. 
Jack 
Sargent, 
project 
manager at Goddard, said: 
“ LANDSAT-2 
will 
permit 
several hundred investigators 
to continue their research in 
areas never before explored. 
Understanding 
the 
Earth’s 
resources so that more careful 
planning and control can be 
exercised will maximize the 
benefits to mankind.”

Flight controllers began an 
orbit 
adjustment 
maneuver 
with LANDSAT-2 Jan 27, and 
this is still in’progress. After 
the flawless performance of 
the Delta launch vehicle, the 
sp a c e cra ft 
was 
in 
approximately the same orbit 
as LANDSAT-1, as planned. 
However, it was planned that 
the two spacecraft would be 180 
degrees apart in this orbit 
(exactly opposite each other 
around the globe). This means 
that each place on Earth would 
be viewed by the satellites 
every nine days instead of once 
every 18 days. Because of a 
three-day postponement in the 
launch date, the two satellites 
weie 135 degrees apart. The 
orbital adjustment maneuver

Kissinger sounds out Israel 
on possible Sinai retreat

tious Israeli government today 
on how far it would withdraw 
its troops in the Sinai desert 
and at what political price to 
get a second disengagement 
agreement with Egypt

“very productive.” 
Kissinger met with govern­ 
ment officials for 5 Vi hours 
during the afternoon and was 
guest of honor at an official 
dinner tonight 
The secretary started the 
talks in the face of considerable 
Israeli caution and even public 
distrust. 
Kissinger first shared a 90- 
minute private breakfast with 
Prim e Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
then the full U S and Israeli 
negotiating teams met for two 
and a half hours for talks the 
secretary called “very full and 
very friendly.” 
"Our real talks started this 
morning,” Israeli Foreign Min­ 


ister Yigal Allon said after­ 
ward 
"We discussed real problems 
of 
a 
possible 
revival 
and 
renewal 
of 
the 
political 
momentum in the area. I really 
think that the talks were very 
productive.” 
Israeli government sources 
said 
the 
negotiations 
were 
conducted in general terms, 
taking up trends and directions 
of a possible Egyptian-Israeli 
disengagement accord in Sinai. 
Kissinger flew to Jerusalem 
Monday, his task to explore the 
possibility of reconciling the 
Israeli insistence on political 
concessions and the Egyptian 
desire to get back more of the 
strategic Sinai Peninsula. 
A senior American official 
said Kissinger hopes to return 
in March to help conclude the 
actual agreement, which may 
lead to full-scale peace talks at 
Geneva among all parties in 
the Arab-Israeli dispute 
"The secretary is still very 
hopeful,” spokesman Robert 
Anderson said after Kissinger

Portugal goes to the polls 


LISBON (UPI) — President Francisco da Costa Gomes has 
ordered Portugal’s first free election in nearly a half-century 
despite calls by the powerful Communist party for a delay. 
"We are a new Portugal," Costa Gomes said Monday night in a 
nationwide television address "Autocratic and individual power 
will not return.” 
The president set April 12 as the date for the election of an 
assembly to write a constitution giving Portugal its first demo­ 
cratic government since 1926. 
"Let us reject parties or doctrines that offer violence and hate 
now in exchange for a supposed future paradise on a road that will 
never be traveled,” he said. 
The president’s remarks were seen as an indirect slap at the 
Communists, the most organized, disciplined and aggressive of 
Portugal's political parties. 
The Communists demanded a delay after polls indicated they 
would get little more than 12 per cent of the ballots.

Killing perils I R A truce 


BELFAST (UPI) — Gunmen killed two Catholics and a 
Protestant during the night, imperiling a cease-fire declared by 
the Irish Republican Army and endangering further steps to bring 
peace to Northern Ireland. 
IRA sources said the truce, negotiated secretly with the British 
government, applied to British troops but not necessarily to 
retaliatory attacks against Protestants. 
The cease-fire went into effect at 6 p.m. Monday, but was 
shattered three hours later when a gunman emptied two clips of 25 
machine gun bullets each into a small Catholic-owned tavern 35 
miles west of Belfast. 
One patron was killed immediately and another died today. 
Hours later, a Protestant milkman was shot to death six miles 
from the tavern by a man who stepped from an automobile and 
began firing from a hand gun at close range. 
One of the IRA hungerstrikers from Portlaoise jail in the Irish 
Republic called off his fast during the night, reducing the number 
of protesters to 14, six of them said to be seriously ill. 
Doyle and Mulholland were the fifth and sixth Roman Catholics 
to die in a series of Protestant vs. Catholic shootings that began 
Saturday. 
Northern Ireland Secretary Merlyn Rees, Britain’s overseer in 
the province, flew to London to report to Parliam ent today on the 
situation in Ulster.

State lawmakers think they're being followed 


SACRAMENTO

California 
lawmakers are worried Sacramento police may 
be stalking them in an attempt to snare them on 
drunken driving and other charges, legislative 
leaders say. 
“There are definite indications that at least a 
couple 
of 
policemen 
on 
the 
Sacramento 
force. . .might be lying in wait around the Capitol 
trying to nail a few legislators,” Assembly 
Speaker Leo T. McCarthy said Monday. 
In less than three months, Sacramento police 
have arrested three assemblymen on charges of 
driving under the influence of alcohol. Those 
charged were Assemblyman John Foran of San 
Francisco, John Thurman of Modesto and Mike 
Cullen of Long Beach, all Democrats 
But Sacramento Police Chief William Kinney 
said he didn’t believe his officers were involved 
in singling out legislators or any other group of 
drivers. 
“I don’t think our officers are involved in 


anything like that,” Kinney said. “There are a 
lot of arrests here and I personally don’t keep a 
record (of lawmakers picked up).” 
McCarthy, who called a news conference to 
discuss the police matter, said he did not know 
why a few officers were waiting around the 
Capitol but added he would try to find out. 
Senate President Pro Tern James R. Mills, D- 
San Diego, said he thinks a particular policeman 
is treating legislators differently than other 
drivers. 
”1 understand he has been lying in wait and 
following legislators’ cars,” Mills said, adding 
that the officer may have appointed himself to 
“some kind of crusade.” 
Mills said "a couple of” senators have 
expressed concern they were being stopped for 
no apparent reason and checked to see if they 
had been drinking. 
“Members of the legislature like to be treated 
like anyone else,” said the Senate leader “No 


one likes to feel like he’s being singled out by 
law enforcement.” 
Mills said there is nothing legislators could or 
should do about the problem, if it exists. He said 
it was up to police officials to take action. 
Most of the 120 assemblymen and senators 
park their cars in a garage located under the 
East wing of the Capitol, which exits onto two 
downtown streets. 
“We’ve had descriptions of one or two 
(police) cars following our people (legislators) 
from one side of the park when they spotted the 
plates," McCarthy said. 
Assemblymen have special license plates with 
large “A s" on them while most senators have 
“S’s” on theirs. 
One officer, Tom Bristow, was in on the 
arrests of Thurman and Foran. 
Bristow said, “I play absolutely no favorites 
and I’m not looking for anyone when I stop a 
vehicle nor am I overlooking anyone.”

Librarians exempted 
from penalties for 
supplying pornography 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A Superior Court judge has ruled that 
librarians are exempt from a state law providing penalties for 
giving pornographic material to children 
Superior Court Judge Robert P. Schifferman, in a summary 
judgement to be signed today, refused a request in a civil suit by 
an 
association 
of 
librarians 
to 
declare 
the 
entire 
law 
unconstitutional. 
But he ruled that “librarians are not subject to liability under 
the harmful matter statute for distributing materials to minors in 
the course and scope of their duties as librarians” because 
otherwise they would be subject to “an unjustifiable system of 
prior restraint upon speech.” 
The judge held that public and school librarians distribute books 
to children “necessarily always in furtherance of legitimate 
educational and scientific purposes for which these libraries were 
founded ” 
The librarians had argued that the law was too vague, 
overbroad, forced them to act as censors and hindered them from 
performing their duties. 
The law provides a jail term of up to one year for anyone who 
gives a minor material that, in the judgment of an average 
person, “appeals to the prurient interest, a shameful or morbid 
interest in nudity, sex or excretion, which goes beyond the 
customary limits of candor” and has no “redeeming social 
value ” 
The state attorney general’s office argued before Schifferman 
that the law was constitutional, and librarians should not be 
exempt from it just because it imposed a burdensome 
responsibility on them

U.S. sanctions urged 
to guard tuna fleet 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
United 
States 
should 
send 
“planes, submarines and de­ 
stroyers” 
into 
Ecuadorian 
ports if necessary to free U.S. 
tuna fishermen held captive by 
the South American nation, a 
congressman said Monday. 
“We’ve been “treating Ecua­ 
dor like a spoiled kid,” said 
Rep Bob Wilson, R-San Diego. 
“And because of it they’ve been 
acting like a spoiled kid They 
think the United States would 
never bririg force to bear on 
their country.” 
Ecuador, which claims juris­ 
diction over waters 200 miles 
off its coast, has seized seven 
U.S. fishing boats in the past 
month, and is holding the crews 
captive, demanding payment of 
more than $1 million in fines. 
“ If all else fails, we need to 
show force by sending our 
planes, submarines and de­ 
stroyers down there to get our 
men 
and 
boats 
released,” 
Wilson said. 
Wilson said the fishermen 
were 
hostages 
because 
of 


international 
and 
domestic 
Ecuadorian political “conflicts 
unrelated to the quarrel be­ 
tween the United States and 
nations on the west coast of 
South America over fishing 
rights 
Ecuador 
is angry at the 
United 
States

OPEC, 
the 
international oil cartel that 
quadrupled petroleum prices 
Although 
the 
OPEC 
is 
dominated by Moslem states, 
Ecuador and Venezuela are 
also members. 
Wilson said 
Ecuador is seizing U.S. fishing 
boats to express its anger at 
U.S. policy. 
Also, he said, the Ecuadorian 
Navy is grabbing the fishing 
vessels for the money in it. 
“Ecuador presently is allocat­ 
ing the majority of its military 
funds to the Army and Air 
Force,” Wilson said. 
“The Navy feels the only way 
it can update a portion of its 
antiquated 
fleet 
is 
through 
seizure of our seiners, from 


which it receives a portion of 
the fines.”

program for boys in and 
around their area 
The sponsor (institution 
chartered 
to 
carry

Scouting) appoints three or 
more men to serve as “ the 
board of directors” of the 
troop. This group, known as 
the troop committee, 
is 
responsible for the selection 
of the key troop leader — 
the Scoutmaster. The troop 
committee 
has 
other 
responsibilities; 
representing the institution, 
providing 
a 
satifactory 
tn op 
meeting 
place, 
supt vising 
finances, 
a s s i s t » . i n 
providing

Russell can't 
refuse 'Fame, 
says Twyman 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Bill Russell 
should be enshrined in the basketball 
Hall of Fame "whether he wants to or 
not," says Jack Twyman 
"The game

individual," 
declares 
Twyman, 
a 
member of the Hall of Fame’s board of 
trustees that voted to enshrine Russell. 
Russell, former Boston Celtics star 
and 
now 
coach 
of

Seattle 
SuperSonics, has said he will refuse 
induction "for personal reasons.” 
Twyman said Monday he voted for 
Russell and would again even in light of 
Russell’s spurning of the honor. 
"Whether Bill wants to of not, he will 
take 
his place 
in the history of 
basketball,” said Twyman. "The game 
is bigger than any individual and he 
made one of the biggest contributions to 
it." 
Twyman, a Cincinnati Royals star for 
11 seasons, said he had "no idea" if 
Russell could now be voted out of the 
Hall of Fame. 
"But I sure wouldn’t vote him out," he 
added. "As far as I’m concerned he is in 
the Hall of Fame and he belongs there 
If a group votes somebody to an honor, 
I ’m not sure that honor is dependent 
upon the reaction of the individual. 
"When I was asked to vote, I was not 
asked to measure the personal feelings 
of a person. I measured what he did in 13 
seasons for the Celtics. 
"And what he did was bring titles to 
the Celtics for 11 of those seasons. He 
was perhaps the most outstanding 
player of the past 15-20 years and that’s 
why I voted for him and would do it 
again."

"Russell can say yrhat he wants and the 
Hall of Fame can do what it wants." 
Twyman said he doesn’t consider the 
Hall of Fame "tarnished or diminished" 
by Russell’s reaction. 
He said he hasn’t talked with Russell 
in two or three years. Since voting was 
conducted by mail, Twyman said there 
wasn’t a chance for board members to 
consider what Russell’s reaction might 
be.

Basketball season is here

“They remind me of a hive of bees,’’ commented one 
spectator. 
The players on the basketball court did tend to be 
drawn in magnetically toward the ball as it was passed, 
dribbled and chased around the court. They did not play 
with the elan and speed of the Boston Celtics They did, 
however, seem to be taking the whole thing very 
seriously. 
It was a scrimmage between the Lompoc Braves and 
Cabrillo Conqs. The female Braves and Conqs. 
This is the Stone Age of girls mterscholastic basketball 
in the Lompoc Valley. Last year there was nothing. This 
year there is a varsity and junior varsity team at each 
school, and there is a six-team league 


Competitive basketball is a totally new experience for 
most of the girls. Like anyone learning from scratch, the 
girls’ game has rough edges to be filed down. They seem 
ready for the challenge 
"I see them coming to practice at 7 in the morning, 
says Lompoc coach Karen Miller, “and I think, ‘these 
girls really want to play! ’ ” 


Miller’s counterpart at Cabrillo, Martine Bittman, 
agrees. "They’re really jazzed,” she says of her crew. 
About 90 girls originally tried out at the two schools. 
Practice started Jan. 13, and the squads have been 
trimmed to a dozen girls on each varsity and JV team. 
Last week’s scrimmage was more than just a workout 
for most of the girls. It was an introduction to real 


competition. Facets of the game that boys take for 
granted by the fifth grade — rules, teamwork, reporting 
into the game — were brand new to many of the girls. 
"It was a great learning experience for the girls," says 
Miller. "They found out what the game was really like 
There are just so many things we have to work on We 
have to shoot more (the Braves took only a handful of 
shots in the first half), we have to talk more, we have to 
work on defense." 
“The major problem for us is teamwork," says 
Bittman "We re not used to finding the open person and 
passing to them We have to work on the fundamentals." 
Santa Maria and Righetti should be the teams to beat in 
the Northern Los Padres League, since both schools have 
had girls basketball programs for a couple of years. The 
other league teams are St. Joseph and Santa Ynez. Each 
team plays 10 league games. 
The local program may take a few years to develop to 
the level of skill and spectator appeal now enjoyed in 
some other sections of the country, where the girls 
frequently draw as many fans as do the boys. Curiosity 
may be the mam drawing card this season. 
But fans or no, the girls have already, by their 
participation, justified the introduction of the sport into 
the Valley sports picture.

Bill Tilden's 'secret' 
Rod and Gun 
A story whose time has come 
salmon spotted

NEW YORK — (NEA) — As recently as five years ago, said 
Sports Illustrated writer Frank Deford, the two-part, broadly 
dimensional story he did on Big Bill Tilden in January could not 
have been written. 
Not quite. As recently as two years ago, a supposedly adult- 
oriented book about “sports immortals," would not even mention 
the tragedy of Tilden’s life. 
Tilden dominated tennis in the 1920s and is still considered the 
Red Grange of Tennis, the Babe Ruth of Tennis, the Jack 
Dempsey of Tennis. And he is perhaps the greatest athlete of 
modem times that we know of who was a homosexual. 
Deford's two long articles will soon be made into a book. Movie 
and television companies have shown interest in the work. Tilden, 
who has been dead for 22 years, lives again Why? 
His is, first, a poignant story. By that is meant, Tilden was 
scorned by some fellow players, was often embarrassed for his 
own feelings that he could not suppress, and suffered as much as 
anyone the dichotomy he lived of being viewed as less than virile 
in a world of hairy-chested athleticism His two jail sentences, 
and his death in a rented apartment, at age 70, virtually broke, 
rounds out the tragedy that overwhelmed his triumphs at Forest 
Hills and Wimbledon. 
In our storybooks, we love to see our sporting gladiators 
overcome adversity to reach the top Tilden did, but it could not be 
written about. 
Deford believed that the time was ripe for the detailed telling of 
Tilden’s tale. In fact, says Deford, the only question the editors of 
SI had, when he proposed the idea about a year ago, was, “The 
guy’s been dead so long, will people care anymore?” 
Apparently they do. Deford says he has received a great deal of 
mail, and almost all of it favorable. 
“Five years ago,” said Deford, “I don’t think I could have 
written the story because I would have run up against stone walls 
in my interviewing. 
“People wouldn’t have wanted to talk about homosexuality at 
all And the newspaper clips were almost useless. When you 
eliminate the accounts of his tennis games, eighty-five to ninety 
per cent of the information about Tilden was original research.” 
Deford said that the court transcripts of Tilden’s two trials in 
1946 and 1949 concerning homosexual liaisons with young boys 
were the most helpful written information obtainable. Newspaper 
accounts of the events were limited to two and three paragraphs. 
“Books on tennis and Tilden,” said Deford, "contained virtually 
nothing about the traumas the man endured. It was taboo.” 
Deford believes that the favorable reaction to the Tilden stories 
indicates “a liberalization in our attitudes of sex mores.” 
He said that we see now the growing support for abortion, that 
more homosexuals are not hiding their proclivities — “and a few 
years ago nobody would say that their unmarried daughter was 
living with her boyfriend. Now it’s all in the open.” 
Is homosexuality more prevalent in sports than we are led to 
believe? 
One prominent psychologist has said that athletes are like other 
people, and that since 5 per cent of the male population is

homosexual, then why shouldn't 5 per cent of the athletic 
population be also9 
Deford says he believes he knows why not. “ Homosexual case 
histories that I have studied,” said Deford, “show that 
homosexuals are usually mama’s boys — as Tilden was And most 
mamas don’t want their sons playing sports for fear of injury. 
(Tilden’s mother, however, died when he was young.) 
“That, I think, explains why there are so few homosexuals in 
sports. They aren’t prepared or experienced in them Also, if a 
homosexual does get into sports, he finds that there are few men 
with his particular interests, and eventually drifts out.” 
Deford added that now, with our more enlightened view, Tilden 
would not have died a pariah. 
"Tilden today,” said Deford, “would have had a good job as a 
club pro.” 


No contest: it's the Caps 
Pro sports' worst team

Square Garden but left feeling 
not too low because they hadn’t 
really looked that bad losing. 
Their second game was more 
like it. They got bombed by 
Minnesota, 6-0, on the road. 
Now they were coming home 
for their opener in Washington 


and in it they held on for a 1-1 
tie with the Los Angeles Kings. 
Ron Low performed well in the 
Washington net, making 33 
saves, and some of the Caps’ 
rooters became a little carried 
away. 
One 
of 
them 
was John 
Nevius, then president of the 
City Council in Washington. At 
the team’s welcome home 
ceremony, he had the job of 
introducing Low and he said: 
“This guy is going to be the 
next Walter Johnson of our 
community.” 
Nevius didn’t make it quite 
clear whether he was talking 
about the number of shutouts 
Walter Johnson had, 113, or his 
general stature in the city. No 
matter which, Ron Low trails a 
bit. He hasn't turned in a

this 
year.

Low is a fine goalie. 
Washington’s chief trouble is 
offense.

It's not so bad 


If you can keep your head when others about you are losing 
theirs, then you just don’t understand the situation. Or so goes 
the cynic s version of a famous Kipling line. 
Herbert Hoover, of course, is a classic example of a man who 
kept his head a little too well, insisting that the economy was 
“ fundamentally sound” even as it was crashing down around 
his administration. 
Yet while there is abundant cause for concern in the face of 
the dilemma the nation today finds itself in, impaled as it is on 
the twin horns of inflation and recession, there is a case to be 
made that things are not as unrelievedly bleak as they may 
appear to be. 
Consider unemployment, whose rolls now number some six 
million Americans and, say some forecasts, may swell by 
another one or two million in the coming year. But according to 
the U.S. Department of Labor, about 18 million of those 
currently unemployed are teen-agers, 1.5 million are women 
and 1.2 million are part-time workers. 
This is not to minimize the plight of people in those 
categories, many of whom are the sole supports of themselves 
or their families. Further Labor Department figures show, 
however, that only 386,000 people have been out of work for 27 
weeks or 
longer, 
which 
is 
176,000 fewer 
“ hard-core’’ 
unemployed than two years ago. All but 7 per cent find new 
jobs within 26 weeks. 
Specifically, the average length of unemployment in 1974 was 
9.6 weeks, compared with 10 weeks in 1973 and 12.1 weeks in 
1972. 
The statistics have not yet caught up with the near- 
catastrophic situation in the automobile industry, the full 
impact of which is still to be felt throughout the economy. Even 
so, there is and there has been a tremendous turnover in the 
unemployment rolls, and while many people are going through 
extremely difficult times, for the overwhelming majority it is 
a temporary thing and it is cushioned by jobless and other 
benefits that did not exist for an earlier generation. 


In other words, there are jobs available. This would not be 
true if the nation were really in the midst of a general 
depression. 
Another cause for gloom is the news that the cost of living 
went up another 9-10ths of 1 per cent in November, bringing the 
year’s total to date to 12 per cent. Yet there are exceptions to 
the steady upward spiral of prices. One of them is gasoline, 
which went down for the fourth straight month. 


While gasoline is not as basic an item as food, which 
continues to rise, it is an unavoidable expense in most family 
budgets. Still, despite its leap in cost in the past year, gasoline 
actually takes a smaller bite out of those budgets than it did a 
decade ago. 
A study published in the quarterly, The Public Interest, notes 
that retail gasoline prices did not quite double between 1955 
and May, 1974 — from 29.07 cents a gallon to 53.71 cents. But 
over the same period, median family income nearly tripled — 
from $4,421 to about $13,000. Gasoline would have to rise to 
around 80 cents a gallon to take the same percentage share of 
median family income as it did in 1955. 
It may well go that high if new federal taxes are piled on to 
discourage consumption. Nor is this exception, and perhaps a 
few others, much consolation when set alongside the fact 
consumer purchasing power in general has declined to its 
lowest level in seven years. 
Yet compared with the 1929-1933 period, when America’s 
gross national product plummeted by 50 per cent, we are in 
very good shape indeed. 
At any rate, at the risk of summoning up the ghost of Herbert 
Hoover, we must resist the impulse to push all the panic 
buttons — or at least try to keep a sense of perspective so that 
we know which ones we should push.

Irregular 
noisy respiration and loss of saliva may 
be observed A dusky, blue or pale color 
may be apparent in the face, fingernails 
or lips...” 
The Monday before Christmas Vickie 


was working where she serves coffee 
She had felt wrong earlier that day, but 
continued working The next thing she 
knew 
she was 
waking up 
in the 
emergency room of the Lompoc District 
Hospital. 
“What happened9” she asked the 
doctor attending her 
“You had a seizure where you work.” 
“ Where do I work?” 
A few days later I came in for coffee 
and a frightened Vickie told me what 
had happened and of the possibility she 
had epilepsy. She was waiting for the 
test results in Santa Barbara 
I came in again the following day. She 
told me her mother had just called and 
said the doctor from Santa Barbara 
called, confirming she had epilepsy. 


That was all she had tune to tell her 
daughter, "The doctor called and said

NEW YORK — High in the towers of 
Wall Street the bankers have, for the 
time being at least, a comfortable 
feeling. 
One reason is the stock market, which 
gave off sounds last week — a record 
31,000,000-share day — like the bull 
market of the roaring ’20s when your 
boot black there were boot blacks in 
those good old days let you know what 
stocks he was in and what his paper 
profits added up to. 
While 
with 
char­ 
acteristic caution the 
bankers will not talk 
for attribution, they 
see this continuing in 
the short term. Unlike 
the monthly 
news 
letters 
which 
their 
economists put out, 
phrased in language 
as full of double-think 
as 
a 
g e n e r a l ’s 
dispatch 
from 
a 
wavering front, they 
are privately 
opti­ 
mistic. 
The great chunks 
institutions, such as pension funds, had 
to go somewhere and, with lowered 
interest rates, went into the stock 
market for bargains paying 10 per cent 
or more in dividends Like hungry sheep 
the small investor began to follow this 
happy lead. 
The banker-economists I talked with 
do not measure this phenomenon in 
weeks or months. But it suggests a 
paradox even more remarkable than 
that of a deepening recession paced by a 
swelling inflation.

But certain clouds on the not-far-off 
horizon chill the optimism that the 
dramatic upturn in the market would 
otherwise inspire. One is President 
Ford’s budget for the next fiscal year 
with a $5 billion jump in the expected 
deficit to a total of $52 billion. 
Added to the deficit for the current 
year the bankers believe it will be $100 
billion rather than the previous estimate 
of $80 to $90 billion, far and away a 
peacetime record. 
The deficit will be financed by 
institution money out of the Federal 
Reserve System, by the banks. Or, says 
a solemn banker solemnly, it could 
come down to printing-press money. 
That is the specter perhaps two years 
distant. 
A threat still in the political stage is 
viewed with growing alarm in the 
banking community. 
That is government allocation of 
credit giving the Federal Reserve Board 
power to say where loans should go; to 
productive 
enterprise 
providing 
employment rather than to luxury- 
oriented businesses. 
The push for credit allocation comes 
from the new chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, Rep. Henry Reuss. 
Reuss is rapidly, in the eyes of the 
bankers, taking on the sinister look of 
his predecessor, Wright Patman. 
The suspicion is that the chairman of 
the FED, Arthur Burns, may embrace 
credit allocation 
At a recent meeting with Burns, bank 
presidents were discussing the loan 
situation. One of those present reported 
that a bank in Vermont had made a 
sizeable loan for a new ski lift. 
Burns expressed stern disapproval 


only to be rebuked by a participant in 
the conference who said if he had been in 
the Vermont banker’s place he would 
have made the same loan. 
Russia, as one banker put it, tried that 
kind of government dictation and it has 
never worked. It would certainly not 
work here. 


On the whole the financial men 
approve the President’s tax and energy 
program. They see the forces of the free 
market pushing up the price of gasoline 
and fuel oil with the former going as 
high as 75 cents or $1 a gallon. 
Consumption would be drastically cut 


even as much as the million barrels a 
day which is the President’s goal. 
In the era of the great bull market, 
Calvin Coolidge — Silent Cal — sat in the 
White House uttering such profound

A Republican 
Congress, the soaring stock averages 
and Herbert Hoover promised two cars 
in every garage and two chickens in 
every pot.
